1 tell this story because it Is prob- 


able many of my readers are suf- 
ferers from the same ailment.. It is 
true that blood and pain may some- 
limes be important signs of .cancer. 
But it is equally true that these 
symptoms rarely mean cancer. Even 
if they should prove to be, it must be 
borne in mind that cancer is not al- 
ways Incurable, by any means. 
In 


most cases of cancer, early recogni- 
tion and prompt surgical attention 
mean complete recovery and perma- 
nent cure.
